FORTIFICATIONS BILL PASSES, 


The Pension Bill Taken Up—Galusha 
Grow Sworn In. 
Washington, March 2.—The ealm after 
the storm was particularly noticeable in, 
the appearance of the house this morning. 
The gaileriés were comparatively . desért- 
ed, and the floors were almost’ positively 
ware of members. A general air of list- 
lessness marked the demeanof of the two 
or three score republicans in their seats. 
They didnot even seem to be interested in 
their mail or the morning papers, in which 
they made a pretense cf engaging them-

Mr. Bankhead, chairman of the commit- 
tee on public buildings and grounds, asked 
consideration of a resolution, authorizing 


» the committee, either.in whole, or by sub- 


committe, to investigate the question of the 
erection of a new public building at Chi- 
cago, with permission to hold sessions in 
Chicago, if deemed necessary; ali expenses 
to be limited to $1,500 to be paid from the 
contingent fund of the house. He explain- 
ed the necessity of making the investiga- 
tion, the committee having been unable to 
reach a conclusion on the subject from the 
reports of experts now_before it. 4 

The resolution was agreed to after being 
amended so that only a subcommittee 
shiuld be authorized to proceed to Chi- 
cago. 

At the request of Mr. Dockery, the report 
of the auditor of the world’s fair, showing 
receipts and expenditures, was orfdere® to 
be printed in The Record to complete the 
congressional history of that fair. 

Mr. Kilgore offered his resolution, origi- 
nally introduced Wednesday, relating to the 
enforcement of the law directing the ser- 
geant-at-arms to withhold the per diem of 
members for absence except on account of 
sickness, and it was referred to the com- 
mittee on the judiciary. 


Mr. McRea, chairman of the committee 


en public lands,, reported, claiming it to be 
privileged under the rules, a bill regulating 
the disposal,by the secretary of the interior, 
of ubandoned miVtary reservations. 

Mr. Sayers, chairman of the committee on

Galusha Grow Sworn In. 

After explanation and some debate by 
members from public land states, the bill 
was published without a division. 

An interesting incident marked the pfro- 
ceedings at this point. Taking a place in 
the center aisle, Mr. Holman, the ‘father 
of the house,” addressed the chair. He 
said that thirty-one years ago, the Hon. 
Galusha Grow had left the place now filled 
with so much honor by the speaker, at a 
period when the country was in the throes 
of civil war. Now, after this long period, 
Mr. Grow returns to the house, having 
been elected last week a representativé at 
large from the state of Pennsylvania. He 
asked unanimous consent that Mr. Grow, 
who was present, be now sworn in, the 
certificate of the governor not having yet 
arrived. 

There was no objection, and leaning upou 
the arm of Mr. Holman, the venerable ¢x- 
speaker uppeared before the bar and the 
oath was administered to him by Speaker 
Crisp. His saventy years did not appear to 
sit hvavily upon him, aud his bearing was 
as vigorous as that shown in his portrait, 
which has, for many years, adorned the 
corridors of the hal. 

At the conclusion of the ceremony, there 
was a gentle round of applause, and mem- 
bers crowded about him tu grasp his hand 
and welcéme the new-old member in. their 
anidst. 

After paying his respects to Speaker 
Crisp, Mr. Grow took a seat at the extreme 
left of the chair, between his ruddy-faced, 
black-haired e¢olleague, Mr. Adams, of 
Pennsylvania, and Mr. Quigg, the youth- 
ful member from New York, and the three 
made a pleasant and striking picture. 4 

The routine of proceedings was resumed, 
an“ Mr. Boatner endeavored to secure con- 
sideration for the resolution: agreed upon 
by ..e committee on the judiciary, direct- 
ing an investigation of the injunction issued 
by Judge Jenkins, forbidding the employes 
of the northern. Pacific railroad to 
strike against the schedule of wages pro- 
mulgated by the receivers.

Fortifications Bill Passed. 

The house resolved itself into committee 
of the whole and took up the fortifications 
bill. The appropriation carried in the bill 
as reported amounts to §$2,219,654,. being 
$5,210,759 less than the estimates and $9,599 
more than the total of the last fortifica- 
tions bill. 

Debate was confined to brief stateménts 
by Messrs. Livingston and Bingham. 

Under the five minute rule amendments 
agreed to as follows: Assessing one-half 
the expense of constructing a sewerage sys- 
tem at Fortress Moproe,Va., against the ho- 
tel company and the other non-military resi- 
dents on the reservation; reducing from 
$61,000 to $36,000 the appropriation for car- 
riages for field gun batteries, increasing 
that for carriages for twelve-inch breech- 
loading rifies mortars from $50,000 to $75,000; 
tnat for expenses or ordnance #cticers while 
employed on construction from $3,000 to 
$3,000... This made a total reduction of 
$5,000 from the amount as reported. 

The bill. was then reported to the house, 
the amendments agreed to and the bill was 
passed.

|JUBAL BARLY DIRS. 


The Old General Passes Away at His 
Lynchburg Home. 


ANOTHER OF THE LEADERS GONE 


) Injuries Received in a Recent Fall 


the Immediate Cause of Death. / 


A PROMINENT FIGURE IN. THE WAR 


Successful at First as a Commander He 
Was Relieved Near the Close of the 
Struggle—Always Wore the Gray. 


Lynchburg, Va., March 2.—United States 
Senator John W. Daniel walked into The 
News office at 11 o’clock tonight, and in a 
sad voice, announced that his old com- 
¢‘mander, General Jubal Early, at whose 
bedside, he had been a constant watcher 
for some days, had gong to his eternal re- 
ward. 

General Early had diced at 19:30 o’clock. 
He passed awny quietly in the presence of 
his family and physician -and intimate 
friends. The old gencr2l seemed aware of 
his approaching end early in the day. Be- 
fore noon he calle for the morning paper, 
as was his invariable custom, and attempt-

ei to read, but found that his sight was 
failing. Soon after, he extended his hand 
to Senator Danicl and calmly said: 

“I want to tell you goodby, Major.” 

He then bade his nephew, Cabell Early, 
farewell, after which he dropped into a 
quiet slumber. Later in the day, the dying 
veteran asked Senator Daniel not to leave 
the room, as he wanted to talk with him 
about certain arrangements; but from that 
time he suffered such intense pain that he 
did not revive. . ot 

He met death unflinching!y, with his 
hand: resting quietly in Senator Daniel’s. 

Oo arrangements have been made for the 
funeral, and none will be made until tomor- 
row. Private telegrams have been_sent by 
Senator Daniel to many of General Early's 
ex-confederate comrades, many of whom 
will, no doubt, come here to attend the bur- 
ial. 

It is thought that General Early has left 
a good estate, though he was a man of 
astonishing generosity and especially to- 
ward his numerous relatives and needy ex- 
confederates. 

His life has been an unusually eventful! 
one. He was born in Franklin county, Vir- 
ginia, November 3, 1816. He was appointed 
cadet to West Point and graduated in 1837. 
He was then assigned as a lieutenant of ar- 
tellery at Fort Monroe. He served in the 
Florida war in 1837-’28. In this war’ his 
genius as a soldier was shown. He was 
conspicuous for his courage and determina- 
tion and more than one veteran army officer 
predicted for the gallant young lieutenant 
a brilliant future. é 

A Young Lawyer. 

After that war, as there seemed béfore 
him a life of inactivity and as his heart 
yearned for his old Virginia home, he took 
& step that he had been carefully weighing, 
and resigned from the army in 1838, return- 
ing to his native state. Here the soldier be- 
took himself with his usual ardor to the 
study of Blackstone. He spent many hours 
far into the night studying by the light of 
a tallow dip. It is not surprising, therefore, 
that the old thereabouts were as emphatic 
as the veteran warriors had been in pre- 
dicting for the young lawyer a brilliant 
career. Nor were they wrong in their pre- 
dictions, for he immediately jumped into a 
large practice. 

A Member of the Legislattre. 
He took’an active interest in all public 


his state in the legislature, of which body 
he was a member in 1841-42. He was elected 
commonwealth’s attorney in 1842-'47, and 
again in 1848-’5z. 

uring the Mexican war he was major 
of a regiment of Virginia volunteers, sery- 
ing from January, 1847, til August, 1848. 
He was acting governor of Monterey in May 
and’ June, 1847, and after the disbanding of

His Greatest Experience. 

Any one acquainted with Major Earty’s 
character knew that at the sounding or 
the tocsin of war, he would be in it trom 
the start. When the civil war, known in 
federal parlance as the ‘!Great Rebllion”’ 
and by the rest of the world as the ‘‘War 
of the Southern Confederacy for Independ- 
ence,’’ began he at once entered the con- 
federate service as colonel and command- 
éd a brigade at Bull Run. : 

He enjoyed the result of that battle 
thoroughly, and as he saw the federals

After the. close of the war he went to 

Europe where he spent some time and on 
his return resumed the practice of law in 
Virginia. He subsequently took up his res- 
fidence in New Orleans alternatively with 
Lynchburg, ‘where, with General Beaure- 
gard, he became a manager of 
the Louisiana state lottery. He. had 
always evinced great interest in all matters 
apgettn ag to America’s greatest war. 
_ He wag active in or ing the Associa- 
tion of the Army of Northern Virginia, and 
was its president. He was dlso president 
of the Southern Historical Society and pub- 
lished a pamphlet entitled “‘A Memoir of 
the Last Year of the War for Independence. 
in the Confederate States.” 

General Barly, while never seeking noto- 
riety, gained a great deal of it owing 
to his readiness at all times to defend the 
eause for which he fought. That cause had 
few more devoted followers. He had al- 
ways worn the confederate gray. Had he 
been a man of smaller caliber he might 
have had some hard feelings against Gen- 
eral Lee for relieving him of his command, 
but, om the contrary, he revered the 
memory of Lee and Jackson and never 
failed to pay warm.tributes to them. Cer- 
tainly he cannot be charged with anything 
else than devotion to the confederacy; it 
has always been a strong and abiding senti- 
ment with hinr. 

Defense of Early’s Campaign in the 
Valley. 

Editor Washington Post—The Post will 
probably find many soldiers Yeady to take 
issue with it on the proposition that Gen- 
eral Jubal A. Early was no fighter. In jus- 
tice to him and to those who opposed him, 
I beg leave to, submit the following remarks 
supplemientary to those of Dr.: Chapman, 
which appeared in youf issue of Monday: 
It has been quite the’ fashion to speak 
slightly of Barly’s campaign in thé Shenan- 
doah valley, @nd it seems clear that his 
work there is not even yet weil understood

Of course, ‘a general must be. judged by 
what he accomplishes, and by this test 
Early’s © aign should be tried. The con- 
dition of affairs in 1804.was.briefly as fol- 
lows: Grant was in front: of Richmond, the 
saivation of. the confederacy depending upon 
the safety of Lee’s rod ng & Grant’and Lee 
both realized the vital importance of the 
railways and canals which supplied Lee’s 
forces, and Grant made every etfort to at- 
tack, as to defcnd, them. In June, 
Hunter, with a considerable force, was ad- 
vanéing upon Lynchburg, threatening these 
vital lines of supply. siard pressed as he 
was, Lee felt compelled to save them at all 
hagards and detached a corps to protect 
them. Eariy’s command was selected for 
this task. Hunter was encountered on the 
very outskirts of Lynchburg; the town 
railways and canal were savea; Hunter was 
driven. over the West Virginia mountains 
to the Ohio, and his command put out of 
the fen for several important ‘and critical

So effective was his work’ that it was 
resolved to: crush him at all cost, and 
against his small command, never exceed- 
ing 17,000 men of all arms, were mustered 
the Sixth corps, two divisions of the Nine- 
teenth corps, the army of West Virginia, 
with its cavalry, and two splendid cavalry 
divisions from the army of the Potomac—a 
force numbering more than 45,000 effectives 
present for duty. 

EKariy kept tnis force, outnumbering his 
own as three to one,’ on the defensive from 
July until the middle of September. When 
the union army at last moved forward, 
Early was pushed back, though in the bat- 
tles which ensued he inflicted a toss on the 
enemy in killed, wounded and prisoners 
nearly equal‘in numbers to his own 
streneth. 

tuven after the battle of Cedar Creek, he 
threatened the union lines at Winchester, 
nnd maintained himself in the valley dur- 
ing the winter, keeping the union forces 
from the main issue at Richmond until late 
in December, too late for them fo have any 
effect there on the ‘season’s operations. 
tin this campaign Early had saved Lynch- 
burg, interrupted traffic on the Baltimore 
and Ohio railway, and the Chesapeake and 
Ohio canal for more than three months, 
levied contributions of money and supplies 
on northern soil, paralyzed the main opera- 
tions against Lee, by diverting from 
Grant’s army a force three times as great 
as his own, and preserved intact the west- 
ern lines of supply to Richmond and Lee’s 
army. At the close of his campaign the 
relative positions of the opposing forces 
in the valley were practically as they had 
been the year before. 

This was accomplished with a force poor- 
ly supplied and poorly equipped, against 
great cdda in numbers, and against perhaps 
as weil supplied and equipped a-force and 
as fine a force in every way as the north- 
eon srmics produced. 

Had Early been less audacious, less ener- 
getic, and untiring than he was, it .eems 
rectain that Pichmoan? and the ecnfederacy 
mist have fallen tn 1864 instead of 1x64 

General marly and his soldiers have no rea- 
son to blush fur the campaign in the val- 
ley, but every reason to be proud of their 
achievements there in 1864.

What Gereral Longstreet Has to Say. 

Gainesville, Ga., March 2.—(Speciai.)— 
When The Constitution correspondent called 
upon General Longstreet at his homie to- 
night and informed him of the death of 
General Jubal A. Early tonight the old 
man was deeply affected. 

“They are all passing away,” said he, 
“and soon the grave will close over all who 
took part in the terrible war of the con- 
federacy.”’ 

“General Longstreet,’’ asked the corre- 
spondent. “‘what is your estimate of Gén- 
eral Early?” i 

‘It would be hard for me to indulge in criti- 
cism,’’ replied General Longstreet, “in the 
presence of death. Yet history must not 
be falsified because of the awe which over- 
comes us in the presence of death. I would 


much prefer that my opinions, as they. 


will be found in my forthcoming book, 


should be read as historical expressions 


rather than to taik at a time when pro- 
priety suggests silence. Of General Early’s 
career aS a soldier I candidly regard it as 
a dismal failure. He was giftea with 
neither the genius of war, nor the develop- 
ment of strategy. In this opinion I -will 
be borne out by the records. The fact that 
I thought so during the war led to an 
estrangement tif! which General Early pur- 
suéd me with a bitterness which knew no 
reason. He was a marplot in war. Of 
course all this refers to official acts and 
official character. I speak not of private 
life. The army which, under Stonewall 
Jackson, knew not defeat, under Early 
never knew victory.

TRADE CHECKED BY BAD WEATHER 


Thirty Factories Resume and Only 
_ Two Shut Down. 


BRADSTREET’'S REPORT FAVORABLE 


Fifteen Strikes Are Reported, Most of 
Them on Account of Low Wazes— 
New Furnaces in Blast. 


New York, March 2.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: Storms and cold weather 
south and southwest have checked the 
course of business this week, wntte west and 
northwest brighter weather has had an 
opposite effegt. No better illustration of 
the necessarily halting and irregular moving 
volume of business at the beginning of the 
improvement may be found than the rec- 
ord of the week, with its decreased volume 
of trade and renewed unfavorable reporis 
from the south and the Pacific coast in 
contrast With ahe more cheerful tone and 
increased sa:es at important cites in the 
Ohio and Mississippi river valliéys and in 
the. northwest. Thus, whilé advices from 
Providence, Philadeiphia, Baltimore, Cin- 
cinnati, Nashville, Birmimgham, Galves- 
ton and San Francisco are less inclined 
than th late weeks to regard the situation 
hopefully, those from Buffalo, Indianapolis, 
Louisviile, Memphis, Mobile, Chicago, St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Omaha, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul and Duluth all report evidence of 
distinct improvement. 

The generai industrial situation is both 
better and worse. There are thirty resump- 
tions of factories contrasted with two shut 
downs; wages have been reduced at thir- 
teen estavi-shments and fifteen strikes are 
announced. 

Baltimore jobbers report an unfavorable 
trade south, a disappointing February fol- 
lowing January’s ousiness. An improve-,; 
ment is noted dct Augusta, Ga., since the 
check: to business due to bad weather, 
and at New Orleans financial interests are 
awaiting with interest the settlement of 
the sugar tariff. Louisville reports sales 
of seasonable goods and a firm tobacco 
market. A modification of the Richmond 
Terminal plan, involving a reduction of the 
assessment, is favorably regarded. 

What Dun & Co. Say. 

R. G. Dun & Co.'s weekly review of trade 
will say tomorrow: With no more definite 
intormaetcti than a week ago regarding the 
outeome of the iinancial or revenue dis- 
putes, perhaps more pcople have come 
to the belief that the end wili answer their 
wishes. Certsinly rather more are taking 
Aimited risks in business. ‘The slowly grow- 
ing demand for goods caused. by gradual 
,exhaustion of stock held by dealcrs has 
further enlarged the working force in 
manufacturies. The fall of silver to 274d 
and below 60 cents here and after a slight 
recovery, its renewed werXness, have an 
unfavorable influence in some markets. The 
announcement that import duties are to be 
imposed by India, if confirmed, may in- 
crease the difficulty. The passage of the 
seigniorage bill by the house late on Thurs- 
day has not had time to produce much ef- 
fect, but is not  ffinancially reassuring. 
More ‘works have resumed or increased 
hands or hours than have stopped or re- 
duced, but numerous reductions in wages 
continue to lessen the’ purchasing power 
of those at work. The demand for distrib- 


low priced woolen and cotton goods, for 
$1.50 and not for $3 boots, and for shoes 
rather than boots. 

Some salesmen and traders find indica- 
tions that stocks of the higher priced 
goods remaining on hand are much larger 
than usual and bankers judge that much 
of the demand for commercial loans is virt- 
ually for renewals to carry: such unsold 
stocks. Sharp reductions in Indian head 
Sheetings and Amoskeag tickings cause 
larger trading, but print cloths are accumu- 
lating and: weak. and seveyal mills of im- 
portance have closed.

Continued weakness appears in prices of 
metal products, notwithstanding some in- 
crease in actual business. Pittsburg offers 
steel bars here at 1.15, which is only 1 cent 
at the mill, plates at 1.26 at tidewater, and 
beams delivered here at 1.35. Moderate or- 
ders for cast pipe have beon placed, and 
some lege structural contracts, with oth- 
ers expevted. Even in the Pittsburg region, 
little over half of the force is employed, 
and only 657 per cent on the Connellsville 
coke Ovens are yet In operation. 

A. few more furnaces are in blast; south- 
ern pig is weaker, and 5£00 tons of southern 
warrants have been taken by English hol- 
ders, who now have 45,000. There are 
heavy transactions in lake ore at Pittsburg 
and it is said with ore at $2.75, coke at 8&5 
cents and wages reduced 20 per cent, many 
furnaces can make iron at a profit even at 
present. prices. The decrease in domestic 
trade reported by clearings is 40.8 per cent 
for the week and 25.6 outside New York, 
a little less than last week. ; 

Imports “of merchandise still show a de- 
crease of 40 per cent, while exports of do- 
mestic products for three weeks are 6 per 
cent larger than last year. 

The most ‘encouraging feature of the 
week’s record is the continued decrease in 
number and importance of failures. For 
the third week of February, liabilities thus 
far reported are only $2,886,346, and for 
three weeks of the month only $11,420,418, of 
which $5,045,847 were of manufacturing and 
$6,281,693 of trading concerns. The number 
reported in February is 1,2 against 2,990 in 
January, and the full Mabilities were prob-

LABOR CHIEFS IN COURT 


Watching the Struggle for a Modifica: 
tien of Judge Jenkins’s Oder. 
Milwaukee, 'Wis., March %.—The legal 
battle for. the modification of Judge Jen- 
kins’s strike order was begun in the United 
Etates circuit court this morning. Attorney 
Harper began by calling attention to: the 
petition of the receivers on which the in- 


_jenction was granted, that the men were 


preparing to resist red ictions of wages. Mr. 
Harper insisted that the receiver's petition 
was improper as it did not show that ir- 
reparable injury would be done to the 
Northern . Pacific property. The petition 
showed on its face that the men were leav- 
ing the service of the Northern Pacific and 
about to leave for t~e lawful purpose of op- 
posing an unjust schedule of wages. The 
men were nut striking. to cripple the road 
as alleged by the receivers. Mr. Harper said: 

“This is the first time any court has gone 
to the extent this court did.’’ 

“I think you must--be mistaken,” inter. 
rupted gJudge Jenkins. Mr. Harper repeated 
his assertion and addéd,’ under no circum- 
stances could your fF »nor have granted this 
injunction. 

“In the Toledo and Ann .Arbor.case,”’ said 
Mr. Harper, “Judges Taft and Ricks admit- 
ted the men’s right to ‘strike.”’

Then Mr. L. Cohen, one of the gentlemen 
whose name was mentioned as one of the 
bondsmen, has arisen and informed Chief 
Joyner that if his name was on the bond 
it was placed there without his knowledge 
or consent, while Mr. Jack Kelly comes 
forward with the declaration that he never 
signed his name to the bond or authorized 
any one to trace the letters forming his 
name on the contract to carry out the 
work. 

In fact,.the more Mr. Kelly talks about 
the report taat his name was on the bond 
the warmer he gets. He is not at all 
pleased with the report which wenf out in 
the card cover Mr, Culver’s signature and 
declares that the end has not yet been 
reached with him. 

“Why,’’ said Mr. Kelly in speaking of the 
matter, “I never was more surprised: in 
my life than I was when I read that my 
name had been signed to that bond. The 
truth is, I never saw the bond, and more 
than that, I never sfgn for any one. i 
have my own to care for-before I care for 
others. I don't sign bonds for people who 
are comparative strangers and then § re- 
fuse to sign bonds for my own people. 
Just how the mistake came about I don’t 
know, but I know that I'd. like to know 
more about it and I shall try to find out.”’ 

And as Mr. Kelly spoke he looked like he 
was not only determined to find out, but 
like he was the least bit angry. 

Mr. Morgan, the architect, takes occasion 
to throw some light on the subject in a card 
which is attached. That card reads:

“When it Was found that M. T. Culver 
& Co. were the lowest bidders the board of 
firemasters were not inclined to award 
them the work for various reasons, I stat- 
ed to the board that Mr. Culver had told 
me that he would give any bond requiged 
for any work taken in our office, nd 
could give James English, Jr., and E. H. 
Thornton, of the Neal Loan and Banking 
Company, as bondsmen, 

‘Upon this statement the board awarded 
the contract to M. T. Culver & Co. pro- 
vided they made a bond in the sum of 
$6,000 satisfactory to the chairman of the 
board, the chief of the fire department and 
myself. Mr, Culver submitted the names 


of Jack Kelly, John Jéntzen, W, H. Jent- .- 


zen and P. J. Wallace as bondsmen. The 
committee to whom the matter was refer- 
red declined to entertain these names, with 
the exception of one. Mr. Culver was nou.i- 
fied of this and requested to submit other 
names in accordance with his statement 
to me.

Members Express Their Views. 

On the subject of the political situation 
in the state and the action which the com- 
mittee should take some of the members 
have expressed themselves quite freely. 

Mr. J. L. Hand says: “If the people’s 
party should nominate a state ticket at 
their convention to be held in May it strikes 
me that it would be the wisest policy for 
the democratic party to hold their conven- 
tion soon afterwards, so as to stop any 
strife or contest in our own ranks.

If that party 
polis an increased vote over the last cam- 
paign they will be encouraged. This they 
cannot do if no mistakes are made. The 
sooner we end our own party fight and in 
unification face the enemy, the greater our 
triumph will be” * 
No Cause for Alarm. 

Colonel A. L. Wootten thinks there is no 
cause for alarm. He says: “I do not now 
see the necessity of beceming alarmed, nor 
of agitating political questions and party 
politics before the ist of July, and I do not 
think it would be wise in the state demo- 
cratic executive committee at this meeting 
to determine that question, but thac’ it 
would be better to have another meeting 
for the purpose of calling and naming the 
time for the convention. 

Wants an Aggressive Campaign. 

Mr. Hodges, of Perry, wants a vigorous 
and aggressive campaign. He says: “I 
am heartily in favor of a vigorous and 
aggressive democratic campaign throughout 
the state. I think the state convention 
should be held early, certainly not later 
than the ist of June. I think we shouid 
back up democracy with pure and able 
men, as our candidates for governor and 
other state officials, and thus augment our 
argument ,tifa@t democracy is thoroughly 
equipped to serve the people. e cam- 
paign slogan of the third party leaders is 
that demoeratie representatives have failed

Colonel D. B. Hamilton, of Rome, says: 
“We should have a rigorous state came- 
paign and prompt and harmonious demo- 
cratic action. ; At present I see no reason 
for changing the time of meeting of: the 
democratic convention. The party must be 
united and all differences settled as soon as 
possible. Let us all stand on the demo- 
cratic platform.” 

Editor Richardson’s Views. 

Wolonel B. H. Richardson, of The Cdfim- 
bus Enquirer-Sun, expresses his views in 
this wise: “‘The democratic state Campaign 
is now on and is being prosecuted with 
considerable activity and increasing vigor. 
It will be virtually concluded by the time 
the state convention meets and the results 
will be pretty definitely foreshadowed so 
far as the seitlement of the question as to 
who will be our standard-bearer is con- 
cerned. I do not recognize the: wisdom or 
the necessity of fixing the date of holding 
the convention much earlier than in the 
campaign of 1892, when the democracy were 
confronted by an aggressive enemy, whose 
forces were recruited from its own ranks 
and whose real strength was unknown, and.

Colonel Kimsey, of Jonesboro, says: “I 
am heartily in favor of harmonious action, 
and I shall do all in my power as a member 
of the committee, to promote the best in- 
terest of the democratic party. 1 suppose 
it will be the purpose of the committee at 
this. meeting to advise and formulate plans 
for conducting the coming campaign. I 
see no reasun for calling the convention at 
an early date, but I believe it to be the 
duty of every democrat in Georgia to dis- 
robe_himself of selfishness and stand 
squarely and firmly by the democratic 
party and use his utmost indeavors to pro- 
tect and promote its interests.” 

Dr. Nelms Wants Harmony. 

Dr. Nelms. who is one of the representa- 
tives of the fifth district on the committee 
says: “I deem it of great importance*that 
we have prompt and hagmonious action, 
not only My the committee, but by the par- 
ty in every county in this state. The im- 
portance of harmony was never greater 
The cause of this 
great unrest of the people is an open se- 
cret. and needs no comments from fije, and 
if those who are responsible ior it could 
be made the only sufferers I would not 
care, but alas, they are all behind the 
bomb-proofs. I am in favor of an early 
convention.”’ 

Colonel George Bell’s Views. 


Colonel George Beil thinks that the cam- 
paign should be a vigorous ona He says: 
“My idea is that the committee should, at 
its meeting on the 3d of March, discuss the 
Situation and arrange a plan of campaign 
and that it should be an active and vigor- 
Our one, and that such methods should be 
«dopted as will best. secure the unity and 
harmony of the democratic party. I cer- 
ta’nly do not think that the state conven- 
tion should be called to meet before tne 
people’s party convention is held. I have 
always thought that a short, végorous cam- 
paign is the best. However, as the com- 
mictee .s composed of patriotic Georgians, 
they will, I feel sure, after consultation, do 
all in their power to conserve the best inter- 
ests of the party.” 

Colonel Jim Smith’s Ideas. 


Colonel Jim Smith, of Oglethorpe, ex- 
presses his views in this wise: “As to what 
time the convention for nominating the 
governor and other state officers, should be 
held, I find there is a diversity. of opinion. 
Some say it has not been the custom here- 
tofore for. the democratic party to hold 
nominating conventions for state officers 
earlier than about the first of August; that 
the primaries will not be so well attended 
if the convention is called too early, be- 
cause in the months of April, May and 
June the farmers are always extremely 
busy and closely confined at home, working 
their crops and saving their small grain, 
hence it will be difficult to induce them to 
attend the pramaries. About the latter 
part of June and the first of July they be- 
gin to have a littie more iteisure, and 
hence, will take more ‘interest in attending 
the primaries. The larger the vote at the 
primaries the stronger will be the demo- 
cratic party at the election in October. 
Slimly attended primaries are liable to be- 
come the subject of ridicule. The opposing 
party will claim that the nominees of the 
democratic party are not the true choice 
of the rank and file of their own party. 
The success of the democratic party will be 
promoted by giving the people plenty of 
time in which to make up their minds as 
to who shall be the nominees of the party. 
Give the people thme and they are nearly 
always right. Others say the earlier the 
nominating convention is held the better for 
the democratic party, that a heated cam- 
paign between the aspirants for the nomi- 
nation will be detrimental to the success of 
the democratic party; that the friends of 
the defeated candidates before the conven- 
tion will become luke-warm and in some 
cases will not attend the election in Octo- 
ber; that in this day of rapid ana quick 
communication with all parts of tne state, 


‘the people can thoroughly post themselves 


in a very short time. When the nomina- 
tions are made the principles of.the dem- 
ocratic party will be more forcibly present- 
ed as the merits of the different candidates 
for the nomination will no longer be the 
subject of discussion. It will require the 
conference and interchange of opinions 
by the members of the committee from all 
parts of the state to arrive at a proper con- 
clusion. I will favor letting each county 
hold a primary at a time and in a way to 
suit itself and will therefore oppose a reso- 
lution requiring all the counties to hold 
primaries on the same day and in the same 
manner.”

Brought About by an Agreement 
of All Parties Concerned. 


THE DAY OF APRIL 


Once more the sale of the Marietta and 
North Georgia railroad has been pest- 
poned. 

For the fifth time Judge Newman has 
attached his official signature to an order 
decreeing each time the postponement of 
the sale. 

Yesterday’s action was brought about by 


am agreement upon the part of all parties 


interested in the litigation. The committee 
upon reorganization, representing a ma- 
jority of the bondholders, the minority 
bondholders, the Central Trust Company of 
New York, the Boston Safe and Deposit 
Company and all other parties interested 
in the affairs of the road, joined hands in 
requesting further postponement for the 
court yesterday. It was due to this fact 
that Judge Newman granted the applica- 
tion. 

It was 4 o’glock in the afternoon when 
Mr. John T. Glenn, counsel for the reor- 
ganization committee; Judge 
Tompkins, who is associated with Butler. 
Stillman & Hubbar, of New York, as coun- 
sel for the Central Trust Company; Colonel 
Denmark, of the firm of Denmark & 
Adams, of Savannah, and Mr. Jack Spald- 
ing, representing Calhoun, King & Spald- 
ing, counsel for the minority bondholders, 
gathered together in the office of Judge 
Newman to await his honor’s decision upon 
their application. 

The meeting was informal and upon 
a Statement from each of the 
representatives that all parties interested 
had agreed to a postponement, the judge 
issued his order of approval. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Alex Kihg, 
for the minority bondholders, objected so 
vigorously to’the application last Tuesday, 
and that the court was so pronounced in 
its decisions both Tuesday and Wednesday, 
stating upon the latter occasion “That 
the court has no right to stand in the way 
of the government collecting its taxes, and 
would be compelled in a short time to 
let them levy and sell some of the prop- 
erty, and that it would bea wrong, and a 
great wrong, to postpone the sale any 
longer,”” in view of these facts and 
statements, the order of approvas 
will create genuine surprise. 

Since the final decree lust Wednesday, 
however, the counsel for the reorganiza- 
tion committee has been strenuously at 
work and Colonel Glenn has kept the wires 
warm between Atlanta and New York. 
A joyous smile wreathed his countenance 
as he stepped into the elevator yesterday 
after the order was signed and he laughed 
at Mr. Spalding’s jokes with great glee. 

The following is the official order of post- 
ponement passed by his honor, Judge Wil- 
uam T. Newman. 

“On motion of counsel for complainants, 
Central Trust Company, of New York, it 
is ¢onsidered and ordered by the court that 
the sale of the Marietta and North Geor- 
gia railway, advertised to take ptace at 
Marietta on Saturday, the 3d of March, 
1894, be and the same is hereby postponed 
until the 2d day of April, 1894; such post- 
ponement to be made by the commissioners, 
or one of them,, appointed to make said 
sale by being present at the time and place 
advertised, and there, at 12 o'clock, noon, 
reading a copy of this order. 

“It is further ordered that the advertise- 
ment of the same be continped each week 
for four weeks longer in each of the pa- 
pers in which the same is advertised, and 
that there be put at the foot of each of the 
same advertisements, substantailly the fol- 
lowing words:

~NEW YORK, March 2.—The engagement 
ef $1,250,000 gold for shipment to France by 
tomorrow's steamer citectsed the rising 
tendency‘ of the stock market socn after 
the opening this morning. The renewal of 
the export movement comHetely overshad- 
owed the passage of the Bland seigniorage 
bill by the house late yesterday. It is 
thought that the mezsure will not receive 
executive sanction é¢ven if it should pass 
the senate, and consequently the street 
today paid but little attention to the mat- 
ter. The railway returns for January were 
better than expected and had a sustaining 
influence for a time. The Burlington and 
Quincy statement was particularly good, 
showing an increase in surplus ef over 
$70,000. Sugar and Whisky were again the 
features of the market. Sugar opened 
simultaneously at 83% to 8%, after which 
there was a gradual appreciation to 8. 
Later a decline to 83% followed. Whisky 
ranged between 24% and 254%, closing 24%. 
These stocks are still sensitive to Wash- 
Ington advices and move up or down ac- 
cording to th* tenor of the reports from 
the capital. New York Central rose to 100% 
at one time and a good premium was ex- 
pected for the use of stock. A number of 
sixty-day options fell due today and the 
shorts had considerable difficulty in get- 
ting back their contracts.

Educational affairs in Georgia are taking 
on new life. 

Things look bright and the future wears 
a roseate hue iy that respect. 

Dr. J. L. M. Curry, general agent for the 
Peabody and $later funds, is again in the 
state, and with him is one of the most dis- 
tinguished edycators in the land. 

Dr. Daniel G. Gilman, president of the 
Johns Hopkiss university, will accompany 
Dr. Curry of his tour of inspection and 
thoroughly inspect the various institutions 
of the state with him. 

The especial object of their trip is to 
jodk after the interest of the Slater fund 
in Georgia, but aside from this, Dr. Curry 
‘being a native Georgian, regards with just 
pride her rapid strides forward in educa- 
tiovial matters during the past” few years, 
and wishes to show to Dr. Gilman what we 
are doing down south in that line. 

These gentlemen, together with his excel- 
leney, Governor William Northen, Captain 
5. D. Bradwell, state school commissioner; 
Chancellor William E. Boggs, Mr. P. M. 
Meldrim, of Savannah; Mr. P. M. Cline, of 
Milledgeville, and several other trustees of 
the college will meet in Savannah today 
and inspect the college there for colored 
youths, 

This schcol is considered as a branch of 
the State ‘university. It is doing good 
work. Some of the best educated men of 
the negro race compose the faculty, and no 
white person is connected In any way with 
its affairs. The building is situated about 
four miles from the city, in a desirable lo- 
eation and commands a full view of the At- 
lantic. Through Dr. Curry, as agent, and 
by means of the Slater fund, it was erected. 
This fund reaches the amount of $2,000,000, 
and is used exclusively for the promotion 
of the educational interests of the negroes 
in the south. 

The present visit of Dr. Curry 
is full of significanee ror thfS college in the 
Forest City, and it will, no doubt, mark an 
important era in the education of colored 
youths in the south. 

It is reported that a generous appropria- 
tion from the Sater fund will be given for 
the establishment of a school of trade in 
connection with the college there. . This 
school will be upor the technological line, 
but greater stress will be laid upon manual 
labor. Practical lessonS will be given in 
the field, the farm and the forest. The 
science and practice of agriculture will be 
combined. Nearly all of thé trades re- 
quiring manuai labor will. be taught, and 
the students will be trained as bricklayers 
and carpenters, or mechanic’, and as stat- 
ed by Captain Bradwell, if the department 
is established a teachér will be there to 
waiters and 
cooks. 

Dr. Curry and Dr. Gilman, in company 
with some of the state’s noted educators, 
will visit Milledgeville and Athens. 

Professor J. C. Woodward, of the Middle 
Georgia Mechanical and Agricultural col- 
lege, at Milledgeville, has made a request 
for an appropriation from the Peabody 
fund, and it is thought that, in view of the 
recent calamity to the cdéWege, Dr. Curry 
will consider the application in a favorable 
light. 

Demands will also be made upon the doc- 
tor to aid Rock College Normal school at 
Athens. 

The party will reach Atlanta the first of 
next week. During their stay here Clark 
university will be. inspected.

BIG PETITIONS FORWARDED YESTERDAY 


A Copy. of the Bill, as Drawn Up and 
Sentto Our Senators and Repre- 
sentaiives in Washington.

The bonded warehouse is almost in sight. 

The people of Atlanta have acted ana it 
how rests in the hands of Georgia’s two 
genators and Congressman Livingston, 8 to 
whether the matter will be pushed further. 

The vestibule speeding to Washington yes- 
terday afternoon bore lengthy petitions to 
the congressman and Senators Colquitt and 
Gordon, requesting the establishment of the 
warehouse. 

These petitions were signed by nearly all 
the directors of the exposition company, and 
a number of the most prominent Atlanta 
merchants. 

This is the way the petition reads: 

“We, the undersigned citizens and mer- 
chants of Atlanta, state of Georgia, doing 
business in said city, herewith send you a 
bill for the establishment of a United States 
bonded warehouse in our city for the 
benefit of our merchants, who import sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars’ worth of 
goods annually, from foreign ports through 
other cities,.which necessitates considerable 
delay and expense to us, a large per cent 
of which would be imported through this 
port, had we the proper facilfties, the most 
important of which is a United States 
bonded warehouse. 

“It would not only be a benefit to Atlanta, 
but to the adjacent towns in Georgia and 
neighboring states, and also an absolute 
necessity for the coming Cotton States and 
International exposition. 

“We, therefore, respectfully request that 
the bill be immediately introduced, and 
trust that you will push it with all possible 
haste to success.” 

Surveyor of Customs J. D. Stocker has 
made a personal canvass of the city, and 
on all sides he has met with the heartiest 
co-operation. It is his intention now to turn 
all efforts towards certain railroad lines 
coming into Atlanta and ne will do all in 
his power to get them to bond themselves. 

Secretary Hoke Smith has given his as-. 
surance of support to the movement, and it 
is hoped that with his aid material impetus 
will be given it. 

Attached to the petition is a copy of a 
bill drawn up by Mr. Stocker to this effect: 

“An act to provide for the erection of 
United Stater bonded wakehouse in the city 
of Atlanta, state of Georgia. Be it enacted 
by the senate and house of representatives 
of the United States of America, in congress 
assembled. that the secretary of the treas 
ury be and he is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to purchase a site for and cause to 
be erected a suitable building with fireproof 
vaults extending to each story for a 
bonded warehouse at the city of Atlanta, in 
the state of Georgia. The site and building 
thereon, when completed upon plans and 
specifications, to be previously made and 
approved by the honorable secretary of the 
treasury, shall not exceed the cost of $100,- 
000, provided that no money to be appro- 
priated vor this purpose shall be available 
until a valid title to the site of said build- 
ing shall be vested in the United States, 
and until the state of Georgia shall cede to 
the United Stated exclusive jurisdiction over 
the same during the time the United States 
shall be or remain the owner thereof for all 
purposes except the administration of 
criminal laws of said state, and the service 
of any civil process therein.”” . 

Section second specifies that a surveyor of 
customs shall be appointed.

Before leaving Washington Colo- 
nel Lillie gave the required bond, which was 
approved in the office of the semretary of 
the interior, but as Mr. Smith was then in 
Atlanta he eould not secure his signature 


to the paper and come to Atlanta for that | 


purpose. 

Secretary Smith, however, was not in the 
city, having gone to Macon, and Pawnee 
Bill went back to Washington in the af- 
ternoon, leaving his papers with friends in 
the city who will attend to the matter as 
soon as Mr. Smith reaches the city. 

Pawnee Bill has n.any friends in Atlanta. 
It was he who gave the wild west show at 
the first Piedmont exposition and during 
the time he made friends who have never 
forgotten him. He is one of the best men 
in that line of work in the country and has 
made quite a fortune in reproducing the 
life of a scout. Pawnee Bill is the man 
who made the famous ride into Oklahoma 
before the strip was opened and was then 
in the service of the country. Among the 
Pawnee Indians he was always a great fa- 
vorite and through his work alone that 
tribe was brought into subjection.

"| SEVEN CENTS MARKED THE FIRST CUT 


Wo Telling What'May Follow Today and 
Tomorrow—General News of the 
Rail Caught Here and There. 


The rate war predicted in the railroad 
columns of The Constitution several days 

ago is on, and on in earnest. 

There could have been no reasonable doubt 
that such a war was coming the moment 
the Louisville and Nashville pulled out of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation. 

It could have meant nothing short of 
a general slashing of ravcs from the west 
when a line so notable as the Louisville 
and Nashville withdrew from the associa- 
tion. This road claimed that the compet- 
ing lines had been cutting against it in 
violation to the rules and regulations of 
the association, which being true, the mere 
pulling out of the association would have 
been folly unless followed by a cutting of 
rates to meet the cuts of the competing 
lines as charged, if not lower reductions 
to beat those competing lines. 

Such deductions were the basis of The 
Constitution’s prediction of a rate war in 
the south. 

And it has come. 

Yesterday the Louisville and Nashville 
announced a cut of about 7 cents from the 
west. 

This will be met by the other lines. Then 
what? 

The shaving that has been done applies 
only to rates from the west this way on 
class CC, D and F, meaning grain, meat 
and heavy groceries. 

There may be slashing of other class 
rates before the thing is doffe with, and 

prominent railroad men all say they think 

this is most probable. Letters have been 
written from Atlanta to merchants in St. 
Louis and Chicago to hold back their ship- 
ments for several days to await results of 
the war. 

In-the cutting of the rates from the west 
the Louisville and Nashville is backed up by 
the Illinois Central and the Nashville, Chat- 
tunooga and St. Louis, which lines pulled 
out of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association at the same time the Louisville 
and Nashville did. 

This gives a straight line from Atlanta 
to Chicago and the west slashing at the 
competing lines and this means nothing 
short of a continued warfare. There is ab- 
solutely no telling what may happen. 
Rates are going to pieces like snow balls 
shot from the fiery mouth of a cannon. 

The war has not struck the roads lead- 


inx from Atlanta to the east yet, but may 


do so in the near future. 


There is a gen- 


eral tendenty towards demoralization now 
‘and the Officials of the Southern Railway, 


and Steamship Association are surveying 
the field from the fourth-story windows 
of the Equitable building with fear and 
trembling. 

Inquiry at the headquarters of the asso- 
ciation yesterday disclosed the fact that the 
war is on and that the cuts of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville would be promptly 


met by the other lines leading from the 
 weat. 


At the recent meeting of the executive 


/ committee of the Southern Railway and 


- §teamship Association held én Louisville 


the Louisyille and Nashville stubbornly 


' refused to stay in the association, and with 


it went the Nashville, Chattanooga and 


Central.

own in a war like this. While the road

line in the association, it is doubtful

the fire of all the roads in the association 

when the war is fairly in progress. 
It is the opinion of some that the Louis- 


- ville and Nashville will wind up in the 


hands of a receiver soon. Its desperate 
_efforts to get business and the action of

Her son was there and 
told her he would ride her to her destina- 
tion on his biecvcle. The petition alleges 
that she demurred and said that it was 
dangerous and that she was afraid, but that 
her son assured her that theré was no dan- 
ger as he knew the schedules. The result 
was that a train ran into the bicycle and 
Mrs. Ragsda.e was killed. Her minor 
children now sue the road. The attorneys 
for the plaintiffs are Messrs. John Reed and 
John Berry.

THE FLAGS AND GUARDS REMOVED 


The Diseasé Is Confined to the House on 
Ella Street- Vaccination Was Gen- 
eral Mesterday. 


S| 


Encouraging news concerning the threat- 
ened epidemic of smallpox was given out 
by the board of health yesterday after- 
n The board annofnces that¢there is not 
and has not been but one genuine case of 
gmallpox in the city and that the only 
real cases of varioloid in the city are 
those at the house at 54 Lilla street. 

The cases repofted on Sampson, Fortune 
and other streets in the eastern part of 
the city, and over which yellow flags were 
raised, have been pronounced chicken pox 
The flags have been removed agi the 
guards taken @way. 

The situation was highly encouraging 
last night. The knowledge that the disease 
was confined to one house reduced the 
danger to the minimum and the physicians 
of the board were congratulating them- 
selves. All glong they. have felt mo great 
fear of a general epidemic, but when it 
was made to appear that smallpox existed 
in three of four different parts of the 
~sity, they realized the necessity for prompt 
and decisive action. This action.they took, 
end even in the light of the changed con- 
gition of affairs, they still consider their 
yourse im regard to vaccination as wise. | 
Dr. Alexander and other members of the 
poard felt greatly elated that the condi- 
tion of matters was not so bad as at first 
it appeared. They ar still of the opinion 
éhat the people should be vaccinated, but 
do not think that the disease will spread. 
Superintendent Veal said last night that 
he had no fears of art epidemic. He stated 
that the closest sort_of quarantine was 
being maintained against the stricken house 
on Ella street and that there was no dan- 
ger from contagion from that source, 
All the people that have beer exposed to 
the loathsome disease are confined there 
and not allowed to leave. Should any of 
them be stricken with the disease they 
will be‘given the best of treatment by Dr. 
Champion, the resident physician. They are 
forced to remain in doors all the time, 
and as everybody gives the place a wide 
berth, their lives are rather lonesome just 
now. 

All of the reported cases on Sampson and 
Fortune streets were visited by physicians 
of the board of health yesterday... Two 
days ago a guard was placed at the home 
of Mr. J. W. Scott, at 82 Sampson street. 
as it had been decided that Mrs. Scott had 
varioloid. The physicians yesterday decided 
that she had chicken pox and Jeff Penn, 
who has been guarding the house, was 
removed. The case of Ella Dovers.: on 
Sampson street, was also pronounced 

chicken pox instead of smallpox. 

The four cases at the home of Mr. W. 
R. Kilpatrick. No. 1 Fortune street, which 
have been giving considerable alarm. were 
readily decided to be nothing but chicken 
pox, and the services of the guard dis- 
pensed with. The people in -the vicinity of 
Mr. Ki'patrick, many of whom have been 
exposed to the disease In visiting the sick 
ones, were made. glad by the announcement 
of the physicians. 

This disposes of all the cases on the list 
save the ones at 54 Ella street. Numbers of 
reports reached the board to thé @ffect that 
smallpox had been discovered in various 
localities of thé city. The board has been 
greatly troubled by these rumors and much 
time has been lost in tracing them .down. 

One rumor that has continually refused 
to down, was that there were 
three cases at 48 Pratt street. 
A. thorqugh investigation yester- 
day showed the growndlessness of this 
report. Another case was reported on An-~- 


toinette street, but this, soo, proved to be 
untrue. 

Acting on the advice of the board of 
hea'th hundreds of people were vaccinated 
yesterday. They called on their family 
physicians and had their arms inoculated 
with the virus Hundredg of others sub- 
mitted to the operation at the hands of the 
fourteen physicians selected for the pure 
pose by the board of heaith. 

These fourteen physicians were appoint- 
ed by Drs. Alexander, F. W. McRae, and 
D-. J. C. Avary. These gentiemen have 
charge of two wards each. and appointed 
the following named physicians to visit 
the homes of the people and vaccinate 
those who have not been successfully vac-

Populists Do Not Want Watson or Peek 
to Runa Agnin. 

Augusta, Ga., March 2.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson will not stand for 
congreas in the next congressional election, 
nor will he offer for governor. Should the 
third party control the next legisiature he 
will be offered the successorship to Sena- 
tor Alfred H. Colquitt. 

This is the present programme of the 
third party and is the result of a confer- 
ence of the leaders of the party just held. 
This does riot mean that there is to be no 
opposittof to the democracy in this dis- 
trict. The third party will have up a can- 
didate. It is not yet definitely settled who 


it “will be, but 4t is the consensus of opin= 


ion now that Dr. West,“of McDuffie ‘county, 
will be asked to make the race fer con- 


gress. There will also be, of course, a. 


third party candidate for governor, but he 
has “not yet been selected. Colonel . Peek 


would be willing to make the race, but it * 


may be that he will not be put up. 
The third party has come to the conclu- 
sion that it cannot hope to secure success 


‘without the aid of a widely-circilated daily 


newspapeF. The leaders ‘hold that had they 
had the support of such influence they 
would now be in control of the state. It 
was developed at the meeting referred to 
that it is the desire that Mr. Watson stay 
out of office, even if he could win, and de- 
vote himself ‘to the upbuilding of his 
newspaper enterprise. He hopes to be able 
to start the daily soon. He expects the 
necessary capital in a short time and it 
may not be long now before the paper is 
Started. 

The populists rely on the inaction of the 
democratic party to give them a great 
boost this year. They believe that if no 
relief is given to the people this year by 
the government, all branches of which is in 
the hands of the democracy, the people will 
become so disgusted that they will try 
Some other party, ousting: the democrats. 
It is the hope of Mr. Watson and his 
friends that this disaffection will spread to 
Georgia, and that it will be so widespread 
as to carry the populists into power. For 
this reason they are looking arouna for the 
best men possible as candidates for office. 
They expect ‘the republicans to be willing 
to spend money freely in Georgia, as well 
as in other states. 

It is evident that Mr. Watson and his 
party leaders Know that, at present, Geor- 
gia is deMocratic. They will expect the 
negro support, but will not court it so 
openly and so publicly as in the last cam- 
paign. They will be more temperate 
in their methods and hope to throw a dig- 
nity about their next campaign which has 
not marked the former campaigns. 

There is to be another meeting of the 
leading spirits among the populists at an 
early date, when the plan of the campaign 
will be fully and finally made up. It is the 
general belief that the party will make bet- 
ter progress with another gubernatorial 
candidate than with Colonel Peek, and as 
it is about decided to keep Watson in har- 
ness in the ranks this year, the selection 
of a gubernatorial candidate becomes a 
very important matter.

It seems that Mr. John S. Hoge, of Ma- 
con, endorsed a sight draft drawn by Wolff 
on the house. he was representing, and had 
to pay the draft when it was returned. 
Mr. Wolff explained in the instance of the 
Lynchburg draft that he drew it on the 
basis of some sales he had made. 


Reuben Shivers, the high- toned negro ar- 
rested two days ago by Detectives Hol- 
eombe and Wooten, was committed to jail 
vesterday. 

From recent disclosures in his case it ap- 
pears that he has not only been an exten- 
sive agent, but an extensive thief. TThe 
large stack of shoes recovered from him by 
the detectives has been identified by the 
Kingsbery company, for which firm he 
once worked. The members of the firm are 
of the opinion that he has robbed them 
systematically fcr years. They also feel 
sure that hundreds of dollars worth of 
goods that have not been recovered were 
stolen. 

Shivers has all along denied being guilty. 
He says that he came by his stock of shoes 
legitimately, but he has so far been utterlv 
unable to produce bills for the goods, and 
the detectives are certain that he stole the 
nucleus for his shoe store. 


In a few weeks Chief Connolly ‘will have 
police signal boxes erected at convenient 
points in the seventh ward.. He has about 
located the places where these boxes will 
be put, choosing the most central localities 
and those most accessible to the largest 
sections of territory. Owing to the enor- 
mous expense of these boxes only three 
will be placed in West End.

A stay of sentence was granted 
them to allow them time to get up the 
money to pay their fines. There are four 
of them still in jail, but they expect to pay 
their fines _within the next few_ days.
